Sakall fingers the lapel of his 
own coat. He smiles remember- 
ing the tailor fussing over its 
fit. “This coat Jack makes for 
me. Everything just so. I wear 
it when I act for ‘Two Guys 
From Milwaukee.’ If I do good, 
it is Jack’s coat. If I do bad — 
Jack, he feel very sad.” 

And Sakall wants it clearly 
understood that Jack Luskin, 
tailor, is not the “one of the 
one,” but the “one of the mil- 
lion” little people who partici- 
pate by helping, however re- 
motely, in the success of others. 
There is the waiter who finds 
happiness in the fact that a 
strange young couple falls in 
love over a dinner he serves 
them; the shoe repairman who 
re-soles the shoes of a young 
man down on his luck, so adeptly 
that they look new. He, too, is 
happy when the young man, 
wearing the re-soled shoes, finds 
a job. The waiter and the shoe 
repairman have played a role 
in someone’s good fortune. 

“The people I like to play,” 
Sakall says, “because every one 
who sees says, ‘that is like my 
uncle,’ or ‘that is like my 
brother,’ or ‘that is like once 
when things were bad for me 
and someone .. .’ Then they 
laugh. But warm they feel, too.”

In accomplishing this feat, of 
course, there is something to be 
said for practice.

Washing an actor is a man- 
sized job. In fact, it took eight 
specialists as well as a whole 
production crew to give Jack 
Carson a bath in Warner Bros.’ 
“Two Guys From Milwaukee,” 
current hit comedy at the Strand 
which also stars Dennis Morgan 
and Joan Leslie. 

It was a shower bath, but a 
tub was also provided for Car- 
son’s refusal. 

Some of the details of the job 
of giving the actor this special 
bath have been listed by James 
Patton, studio plumber in charge 
of washing actors — in pictures. 

The studio’s faithful old steam 
boiler had first to be rolled into 
place outside the sound stage 
in which Carson was to be 
washed. It was parked by a con- 
venient opening, put there for 
just such purposes, through 
which three 90 foot lengths of 
hose led from and to the boiler, 
and to and from the bath. 

Since no actor, when acting, 
can be trusted to keep himself 
out of hot water, Patton posted 
a special watchman above the 
set to control the flow of hot and 
cold water. He tested the tem- 
perature of the mixture with his 
elbow. 

The bath itself was the most 
elaborate ever contrived for a 
motion picture set by Patton 
because it is supposed to be the 
shower in the royal suite of a 
great metropolitan hotel. 


Ag such, it 
has six pairs 
of water jets 
with a sepa- 
rate mixing 
valve for 
each pair. 
The plumb- 
ing depart- 
ment claimed 
it was the 
most compli- 
cated con- 
glomera- 
tion of pipes 
it had ever provided. 

Patton, the foreman, brought 
along seven assistants. David 
Butler, who directed “Two Guys 
From Milwaukee,” also had a 
hand in the scene as well as 
under the shower from time to 
time. : 

Four hours and 760 gallons of 
water later, Carson had been 
washed.
